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Campaigners say new proposals could 
see monster housing scheme rise again 


A CONTROVERSIAL plan 
to build 5,000 new homes 
at Mereham could be set 
for a comeback, it is 
feared. 

Campaigners worry that 
proposed reforms to national 
policy could see the plan 
being resurrected. 

Ministers have announced they 
want to streamline current 
development rules by reducing 
1,300 pages of planning policy to 
just 52 pages. 

Councils could be told there 
should be a “presumption for 
development” - something which 
organisations, including the 
National Trust (NT) and the 
Campaign to Protect Rural 
England (CPRE), fear will lead to 
parts of the Greenbelt being 
concreted over. 

County and district councillor 
Bill Hunt, who led the vigorous 
Say No to Mereham protest, said: 
“Mereham is like a rotten smell - it 
will continue to rise. 

“The proposed changes mean 
that developments, even those as 
big as Mereham, could get 
through the policies more easily 
and that is worrying. I think it is 
inevitable that Mereham could re¬ 
raise its ugly head.” 

Mereham first came to light in 
2005 when developers Multiplex

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Stannifer submitted plans to build 
a 5,000-home new town off the 
A10 between Stretham and 
Wilburton. 

Locals were in uproar over the 
proposals and in 2006 East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
refused the plans, insisting the 
settlement would wreak traffic 
havoc on the county’s roads. 

The developers fought the 
decision but in August 2008, the 
Secretary of State for Comm¬ 
unities, Hazel Blears, announced 
that the appeals had been 
rejected. 

The Cambridge Past, Present 
and Future organisation has also 
expressed fears, alongside the NT 
and CPRE. 

Carolin Gohler, the charity’s 
chief executive, said: “We are 
concerned that the natural 
environment and the Greenbelt 
are looked after really well, and 
that’s where we’re quite keen to 
see improvements. 

“It takes millennia to establish 
habitats in terms of ecology and 
wildlife. This is make nature 
slightly more expendable and 
that’s a worrying concept." 

However, the Government says 
the framework will protect the 
Greenbelt and areas of natural 
beauty.

“We apologise for the 
delay but the chime is 
now fixed and can now 
be heard ringing out 
across the city again.” 

The clock is more than 
200 years old and was 
signed by London 
clockmaker George 
Yonge in 1812.

Bid to scrap water hydrants clause branded ‘ignorant’ 


BOSSES of a firm where a 
massive blaze broke out 
have been labelled as 
“ignorant” by furious locals. 

In February this year, the 
owners of the Murfitts site in 
Wisbech Road, Littleport, won 
planning permission to reopen, 
despite pleas from residents to 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council. 

However, concerned about 
future fires at the site, like the 
blaze in August 2009, one of the 
conditions imposed was that fire 
hydrants were to be installed. 

But now the firm has applied to 
discharge that condition - to the 
shock of residents and Littleport 
Parish Council. 

Grenville Goodson, chairman of 
the Littleport Society, said: “This 
just proves how ignorant the 
people at Murfitts really are. 

“The fire in 2009 had an 
unbelievable effect on Littleport, 


and if the wind had been blowing 
towards the village that morning it 
would have been catastrophic. 

“Most people think it was bad 
enough that they wanted to re¬ 
open the site - and now they have 
the cheek to ask for this condition 
to be lifted. This condition was 
made for a reason - that reason 
being for the health and safety of 
everyone in Littleport. 

“It needs to be adhered to and I 
just pray the council recognises 
this.” 

The approval of the plans earlier 
this year means the site, formerly a 
tyre plant, can store up to 2,000 
tonnes of rubber granules in bags 
at the site for the next three years. 

During the 2009 blaze, more 
than 2,000 tonnes of shredded 
rubber product caught fire. 

Thick black smoke caused 
misery for nearby residents and 
business owners for weeks after 
they were told to keep their 
premises sealed. 


Staff at St George’s Medical 
Centre treated people com¬ 
plaining of coughs and breathing 
difficulties and the fire burned for 
seven weeks before the flames 
were put out. 

A spokeswoman for Littleport 
Parish Council said: “People are 
concerned about the risk of future 
fires at the Murfitts site, and so are 
we as an authority. 

“We believe hydrants need to be 
on site and we want to see regular 
fire safety checks being made 
there. We are writing to the district 
council and Cambridgeshire Fire 
and Rescue Service (CFRS) 
expressing our concerns about the 
new application to lift the 
condition.” 

A district council spokesman 
said the authority was in 
discussions with CFRS about the 
application. 

Nobody from Murfitts was 
available to comment. 


Sex offender escapes prison term 


A lEHOVAH’S Witness who tried to 
get an 11-year-old boy to have sex 
with him has been spared jail. 

Cambridge Crown Court heard 
last Friday that Kirk Lefcovitch, 25, 
of The Brook, Sutton, Ely, rep¬ 
eatedly asked the child to perform 
sexual acts and had handed him 
pornography and sex toys. 

The court heard the offences 
took place in December last year. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, said 
there had also been occasions 
when Lefcovitch and the boy spoke 
on the phone, and that during the 
conversations the defendant made 
inappropriate comments. 

Lefcovitch made a full con¬ 


fession to police after being 
advised to do so by a counsellor at 
Centre 33. 

Georgina Gibbs, mitigating, said 
Lefcovitch had sought help and 
was trying to change his life. 

“He has thrown away all his porn 
and has been deliberately exc¬ 
luding himself from activities 
which could have him in close 
proximity to youngsters,” she 
added. 

Lefcovitch, who was described 
in a pre-sentence report as a 
serious risk to children, was 
previously convicted in 2000 for 
sexual assaults on an 8-year-old 
boy. 


ludge Anthony Bate said: “There 
was clearly an intention for the 
offence with the 11-year-old to go 
further than it did, but the prison 
sentences suggested in my 
guidelines would not be long 
enough for you to complete a sex 
offender’s course in prison.” 

fudge Bate instead ordered 
Lefcovitch to take part in the 
Thames Valley Programme, which 
is a community sex offender 
groupwork course. 

Lefcovitch was also made 
subject to a three-year community 
order with supervision require¬ 
ments, and must pay £400 court 
costs. 
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Crash boy 
is ‘stable’ 

A SCHOOLBOY who 
broke both his legs 
after he was involved in 
a collision with a car is 
now a stable condition 
in hospital. 

The 8-year-old was 
hurt in the accident in 
Market Street, Soham, 
last Thursday. 

He also suffered 
head, chest and pelvic 
injuries in the incident, 
which happened at 
about 1.50pm. 

Emergency services, 
including the air amb¬ 
ulance, were sent to the 
scene and the boy was 
taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital by land am¬ 
bulance. 

On Tuesday, a 
spokeswoman for 
Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary said he 
was in a stable con¬ 
dition. 

Escaped goats 
cause a stir

escaped from their pen. 

Gary Miller, of Fishers 
Bank, woke up on Sunday 
morning to find two goats, 
Billy and Reggie, nibbling 
his rose bushes. 

Mr Miller locked his 
garden gates to stop the 
pair escaping and, 
together with neighbours, 
searched for their owner. 
Residents even called 
police and Wood Green 
Animal Shelter to see if 
any missing goats had 
been reported - but in the 
nick of time, the goats’ 
owner turned up. 

Billy and Reggie are now 
back home safe and well.

AN independent petrol 
station has shut down 
after almost 50 years of 
serving customers in Ely. 

John Borland, ower of 
Borland’s Garage, in Cam¬ 
bridge Road, has blamed cheap 
supermarket petrol deals for 
his firm’s closure after 47 years. 

Three people have lost their 
jobs. 

Mr Borland said: “It is with 
great sadness that we have had 
to close the garage. We have 
been in Ely for 47 years and I 
believe we are the second 
longest independent-running 
Esso seller in the country. 

“Unfortunately, the business 
just came to the end of its 
cycle.” 

The neighbouring repairs 
garage, B&T Motors, is 
continuing to trade. 

Mr Borland said: “I would 
like to make it very clear that B 
& T Motors is not closing. It is 
just us.” 

Supermarkets across the 
country have slashed their fuel 
prices following tumbling 
crude oil costs in a bid to lure 
more grocery customers. 


Nato shows he’s in ‘peak’ condition 


A KARATE champion has raised £200 for charity by 
donning his hiking boots and hitting the heights. 

Ely martial artist Nato Ficarra took part in the Three 
Peaks Challenge in Yorkshire last month to raise money 
for Cancer Research UK.

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Independent petrol station 
owners have voiced their 
concerns over the move and 
say they will struggle to keep 
pace with the supermarket 
deals. 

Speaking in the national 
media, they claim the pricing 
gap between their pumps and 
supermarket forecourts is 
reaching record levels. 

Figures show supermarket 
groups represent about one in 
seven forecourts, but their 
price promotions mean they 
attract a much greater 
proportion of business from 
motorists. 

Mr Borland said: “We had to 
close the garage as cheap 
supermarket petrol deals had 
their effect on us. 

“They are able to sell petrol 
at exceptionally low prices and 
it is unfair on independent 
garages. It makes it impossible 
for the independents to 
compete with them and I think 
many more independents will 
be forced to cease trading.” 


Travellers win praise from residents 


TRAVELLERS who set up camp 
on the outskirts of a village 
have been praised for their 
“respectful” behaviour. 

Residents in Witchford and 
Wilburton were shocked when 
around 150 gypsies and 
travellers pitched their trailers 
on a field off Grunty Fen Road. 

They started to arrive on 
Saturday, August 13 on the land 
for a “small” religious festival 
organised by the Light and Life 
Gypsy Church. 

Villagers were given no 
warning about the event - 
despite East Cambridgeshire 
District Council and Cam¬ 


bridgeshire Constabulary being 
aware of it. 

There were rumours that the 
festival was going to last for a 
fortnight and that about 800 
travellers would have been on 
the land. However, the travellers 
had all left by Monday. 

John Boyd, the church’s 
senior pastor, said: “We came 
to Witchford for a small festival 
- it was a way for travellers 
from across the local area to 
come together and celebrate 
the church. 

“We notified the council and 
the police before we came and 
as ever, it was a quiet, civilised 


event. There were rumours that 
there were around 800 of us 
and that we had rented the 
land for two weeks but that was 
not true. There were between 
100 and 200 of us, maximum.” 

George Jellicoe, chairman of 
Witchford Parish Council, said: 
“The parish council wasn’t told 
about the festival, which is 
quite annoying. 

“I have had many calls from 
people who have seen all the 
caravans and panicked. 

“However, I must say the 
travellers have been extremely 
respectful and there have been 
no issues as far as I am aware. 


“It’s just a shame we weren’t 
told about the festival as we 
could have prepared residents 
in advance.” 

Cambridgeshire police said 
they were aware that the 
festival was happening. 

Brian Hicks, traveller liaison 
officer at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council added: “The 
district council was informed 
by the police of a religious 
traveller event at Grunty Fen. 

“As it is private land we were 
not involved. The travellers had 
all left the site by Monday and 
there was no rubbish left for us 
to tidy.”

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A MUM whose son was killed 
serving in Afghanistan brought 
her inspirational fundraising 
campaign to Ely. 

Christine Bonner’s son Cpl Darren 
Bonner was killed in action in 
Afghanistan in May 2007. 

Cpl Bonner, known to his family and 
friends as ‘Big Daz’, was a signaller 
with the 1st Royal Anglian Battlegroup 
killed by a Taliban mine. 

His death left a gaping hole in his 
mum’s life, and that of everyone who 
knew him - but Mrs Bonner, a former 
hairdresser, has been determined to 
keep her son’s memory alive and help 
servicemen ever since. 

Over the years, Mrs Bonner, who 
lives in Gedney, Lincolnshire, has 
raised thousands of pounds for charity 
and has been recognised for her 
passion to help others with heaps of 
awards. 

And last Thursday, the mum-of- 
three was in Ely as part of her latest 
fundraising challenge, the All the 4s’ 
sponsored walk 2011. 

Raising money for the Royal Anglian 
Regiment Benevolent Charity, Mrs 


Bonner, serving soldiers and friends of 
her son have spent 10 days walking 
150 miles through the regimental 
counties Lincolnshire, Cambridge¬ 
shire, Suffolk and Essex. 

They started their hike on Friday, 
August 12 and last Thursday they 
arrived in Ely after trekking through 
many of the villages, including 
Wilburton, Witchford, Coveney and 
Little Downham. 


In Ely, the city’s mayor, Cllr fohn 
Yates, joined the party for a sponsored 
walk around the city centre. 

Mrs Bonner said: “This challenge is 
all about keeping Darren’s memory 
alive and raising money for such an

“The support we’ve received has 
been amazing.”

Ian set for Himalayan hike 


A FATHER-of-two will be 
swapping his home comforts 
for the heights of the 
Himalayas to raise funds for 
charity. 

Ian Arnold, 52, will don 
hiking boots to raise cash for 
Mencap and Fly2Help. 

In October, he will be 
trekking 100km through 
Nepal and the heart of the 
Himalayas to Mount Everest.

No parking 
problem here 

Sir, I fully support Andrew Olley and 
the Ely Traders Association’s 
campaign against the introduction of 
parking charges in the district. It is 
five-and-a-half years since this 
subject was last kicked into touch. 

The first point I would like to make is 
that Ely does not have a parking 
problem. Examine the ridiculous 
restrictions in some of our long-stay 
car parks that mean that they are 
blocked all day by 9-to-5 workers and 
we will have even less of a parking 
problem. 

A simple fact that has been ignored is 
that Ely is simply too small to charge 
for parking. Ely does not have, for 
example, a Debenhams, an M&S, a 
Halfords, a PC World or any large 
stores within the city centre for 
people to even reluctantly pay to park 
as they do in Cambridge and Bury St 
Edmunds. Conversely, much of Ely’s 
charm is because there are so many 
unique independent small businesses 
- the very businesses most threatened 
by the spectre of car parking charges. 
At the local elections in May I have no 
recollection of any individual or party 
including any review of parking 
regimes in their manifesto. I wonder 
why? 

I suggest that our councillors who are 
in favour of parking charges make the 
short trip to Newmarket on a non¬ 
racing day. Is it coincidence that since 
the introduction of parking charges 
(and their subsequent reduction) that 
the town has lost its vibrancy, has a 
fly-blown appearance and has 
numerous empty retail units? 

Have our councillors forgotten that 
they gave planning permission for 
two new supermarkets that will 
include provision of more than 600 
free parking spaces? These new car 
parks are no more off-centre than 
some existing council-owned ones. 
Are our councillors aware of the 
(Conservative-led) Government’s 
policy that parking charges must 
never be used as a general revenue 
stream? 

The council keeps saying that it will 
seek public consultation on the 
matter. Can they not see that public 
consultation is staring them in the 
face in the form of a 10,000-signature 
petition? 

The only possible beneficiary of the 
introduction of parking charges will 
be the supermarkets. The losers will 
be town-centre businesses and all the 
council tax and business rate payers 
who already pay for parking through 
their taxes and who will have to pay 
forever and a day in addition to those 
taxes. 

It is not the big supermarkets that are 
destroying our high streets - it is 
greedy local councils.

used to help meet the costs involved 
with providing the car parks. 

Last year, we spent more than 
£350,000 on car parks in Ely - a 
significant proportion of these costs 
were funded by council taxpayers 
from across the whole of the district.

A COUPLE have described 
their horror after thieves 
ransacked their home and 
stole possessions worth 
thousands of pounds. 

Sally and Peter Johnson, who 
live at Briery Farm in Witchford, 
say they are “totally gutted”. 

The couple, who have three 
grown-up sons and who built the 
property in Sutton Road 
themselves, have been burgled 
three times in just over five years. 

The latest raid happened on 
Monday, August 15, between 
1.30pm and 2pm, when the 
culprits stole three licensed 
shotguns and a musket from the 
family’s private collection. 

The burglars also stole a 
maroon Ford Focus, registration 
AD03 JW, which was parked on 
their driveway, jewellery worth 
thousands of pounds as well as 
heirlooms and electrical items. 

The same afternoon,between 
2.30pm and 5pm, burglars broke 
into a property in Prickwillow 
Road, Isleham, and stole four 
shotguns and two air rifles. 

The police helicopter was 
launched after the alarm was 
raised, although police said 


nobody has yet been caught. 

Mr Johnson, a self-employed 
property developer, said: “We just 
can’t believe it’s happened again - 
we’re totally gutted. 

“My wife left the house at 
around 1.30pm and nipped into 
Ely to do some shopping. When 
she returned she discovered the 
back patio doors had been 
smashed with a garden hoe and 
they had been right the way 
through the house. 

“They must have been watching 
our movements and knew exactly 
what they were doing. The guns 
were part of our own little 
collection and were all licensed. 

“Three jewellery boxes full of 


jewellery and sentimental pieces 
were taken, including three 
generations of family wedding 
rings and other pieces. We found 
our border collie, Jess, shaking on 
the stairs and we believe they may 
have beaten her with a pool cue. 

“We’re just praying the police 
catch whoever did this.” 

A spokeswoman for Cam¬ 
bridgeshire police said: “We are 
looking at both crimes and have 
not ruled out they may be linked 
and our investigation is ongoing.”

Council falls 
behind on 
homes target 


EAST Cambridgeshire District 
Council is failing to provide 
enough affordable housing in the 
region, the Weekly News can 
reveal. 

Figures obtained by the Countryside 
Alliance (CA) show that in 2008, a housing 
needs survey was carried out in the district 
which concluded that 570 affordable 
homes needed to be built each year in East 
Cambridgeshire in order to meet 
population growth. 

However, in the period 2010/11, bosses 
at the council planned to provide only 135 
affordable homes. 

It means the authority is providing only 
24 per cent of the affordable homes it 
should be - something which the CA is 
concerned about - and which the council 
admits it needs to address. 

Alice Barnard, chief executive of the CA, 
said: “Our research highlights that 
affordable housing provision is a huge 
challenge in both urban and rural areas. 

“But if the rural need for affordable 
housing is not addressed, and urgently, 
then many of those communities upon 
which our countryside depends will shrivel 
and die.” 

On average, rural and semi-rural 
councils have built only 29 per cent of the 
affordable housing they had planned to - 
meaning ECDC falls below that. 

Some councils, including South Norfolk 
District Council and Test Valley Borough 
Council, have provided more than 100 per 
cent of the affordable housing they 
planned to. 

However, some, including nearby King’s

Lynn and West Norfolk Borough Council, 
have provided no affordable homes. 

Mrs Barnard said: “Even in the current 
difficult economic climate, meeting rural 
housing need must continue to be a 
priority for the Government, its agencies 
and local authorities.” 

lames Palmer, deputy leader of ECDC, 
admits there is an issue but said the 
authority has managed to reduce 
homelessness acceptances. 

Cllr Palmer said: “While East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire is a rural area, we are still 
within commuting distance of Cambridge 
and London, and this inflates property 
prices and rents. 

“However, the incomes of local people 
are still relatively low and mortgages have 
become difficult to obtain. 

“When this is added to the house¬ 
building recession, meaning there are 
currently no large-scale market 
developments in the district, the pressures 
we face are clear.” 

Cllr Palmer added: “We are well aware of 
the problem of affordable housing in the 
district and we are actively looking at new 
ways to deal with this. Our affordable 
housing policy is currently concentrated on 
small developments and rural exception 
sites, and we expect to exceed our target of 
135 new dwellings at the end of this year. 

“But until large-scale development, as 
planned for North Ely, starts in earnest we 
cannot expect to meet the need expressed 
in the strategic housing market 
assessment.”

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Drug supplier 
is sentenced 


A MAN who was 
found with cannabis 
worth £216 in his car 
has been ordered to 
carry out 180 hours 
of unpaid work. 

Hedley Leek, 39, of Pond 
Green, Wicken, appeared 
in Cambridge Crown Court 
last Wednesday to be 
sentenced for possession 
of cannabis and posse¬ 
ssion with intent to supply 
cannabis. 

Leek, who had initially 
denied the charge, 
changed his plea to guilty 
on July 22, the day his trial 
was due to start. 

Sara Walker, prose¬ 
cuting, said: “It’s a matter 
that goes back to January 


6, 2011. On that occasion 
officers were on duty when 
they stop-checked the 
defendant at 9.45pm.” 

They found items in the 
car including a number of 
small plastic bags 
containing a total of 
37.764g of cannabis and 
two mobile phones, as well 
as £490 in cash on his 
person. 

The mobile phones were 
analysed and text 
messages were found 
“suggesting that the 
defendant had been 
supplying cannabis”. 

Leek told police the 
drugs were all for his 
personal use as he was a 
“heavy user”. 

Miss Walker said: “He 


said they were in separate 
bags because he wanted to 
split the quantity and 
control the amount he 
used.” 

Leek also told officers 
that he had saved the 
money for presents for his 
children. 

Jehad Mustafa, miti¬ 
gating, said: “On this 
occasion one of his 
acquaintances was run¬ 
ning short and he agreed 
to supply his friend some 
cannabis as a favour. It was 
not for profit, it was a one- 
off.” 

Judge Anthony Bate 
ordered Leek to complete 
180 hours of unpaid work 
as part of a 12-month 
community order.

AN anxious summer of 
waiting is now over for 
A-level students from 
across the Ely area. 

Sixth-form pupils from the 
King’s School Ely and City of 
Ely Community College 
arrived bright and early at 
their schools last Thursday to 
collect their precious results. 

And it was a case of shrieks 
of happiness and tears of joy 
for the majority. 

At the King’s School Ely, 
one in five students achieved 
straight A* and A grades. 

Overall, 86 per cent of 
results were graded A*-C in a 
total of 31 subjects. The 
overall pass rate was 99 per 
cent. 

Among the straight A* and 
A students was Charlotte 
Bain, who combined stud¬ 
ying for A-levels with the 
additional responsibilities as 
head of school. 

Her results confirm her 
place to read history at St 
Peter’s College, Oxford.

The school’s head boy, 
Jonny East, achieved 2As and 
a B and is going on to the 
University of Durham to 
study biology, joining his 
sister, Becky, who is also a 
former head of school, who is 
in her final year. 

Another jubilant sixth- 
former was Hannah Bos- 
worth who got an A* and 2As 
and will be go on to study 
Law at Queen Mary Uni¬ 
versity in London. 

She had all the support 
from her family while 


collecting her results, 
including her two younger 
brothers Andrew and Robert. 

Andrew, J5, made a ‘good 
luck’ T-shirt, and Robert, J3, 
made his sister a card, and 
accompanied her to collect 
her grades. 

Head of King’s, Sue 
Freestone, said: “Once again, 
this summer we are able to 
celebrate results that bear 
testimony to the comm¬ 
itment and hard work of the 
young people involved and 
the teachers who have 
guided them through their 
educational journey.” 

Celebrations were also in 
order at the City of Ely 
Community College. 

The pass rate of grades A*- 
E was J00 per cent, with 62 
per cent of pupils achieving 
grades at A*-C. 

Achievement of grades A*- 
B increased by over JO per 
cent this year to record levels, 
with one in three grades at a 
grade B or above. 

Among those celebrating 
was single mum Amy Cohen- 
Philips. 

Amy, 28, from Ely, was 
studying her A-levels at Hills 


Road Sixth-Form in 
Cambridge when she fell 
pregnant. 

That was in 2002 and she 
felt she had to give up in 
order to give birth to her 
daughter, Naomi, who is now 
9. 

Amy also now has another 
daughter, Abbie, 7. 

But determined to get her 
qualifications and pursue a 
career in psychology, she 
decided to return to her 
studies and has just gained 4 
grade-B A-levels at the City of 
Ely Community College. 

Amy, who works as a play 
worker at Ely’s Highfields 
School, said: “I’m so, so 
happy. It’s been tough 
balancing everything but I’ve 
proven that it is possible for 
single mums to get back to 
school and learn. 

“I’m going on to study a 
degree in psychology at 
Anglia Ruskin University in 
Cambridge. 

“I'd like to thank the 
college for their amazing 
support - without them I 
could never have done it.” 

Eighteen-year-old 
Liudvikas Urbonas, who 


moved to the UK from 
Lithuania with his family in 
2008 and could barely speak 
a word of English, was also 
delighted. 

Just three years on, 
Liudvikas, who lives in Ely, 
has gained a B and 2C grades 
at A-level and is going to 
study pharmaceutical scien¬ 
ce at the University of 
Huddersfield. 

He said: “I’ve come a long 
way and I’m really pleased 
with myself. 

“I could hardly speak a 
word of English when I came 
here and I was in the bottom 
set for science. Now I can 
study exactly what I wanted 
to. 

School principal Catherine 
Jenkinson-Dix said: “Cong¬ 
ratulations to all the students 
who worked so hard to 
achieve this excellent set of 
results, and to a talented staff 
team who provided 
outstanding teaching and 
support to make this 
happen.”

A DILAPIDATED building has 
been given a new lease of life 
thanks to the dedication and hard 
work of two brothers.

“We’ve certainly sacrificed a lot for it but 
this is something we were enthusiastic to 
do, and now the flats are finished they look 
fantastic. We believe they are ideal for first 
-time buyers.” 

The brothers, who both attended the 
City of Ely Community College, hope to 
become property developers and will be 
using the profits from the sale of the flats 
to put into purchasing their next project.

The big film 


COWBOYS & ALIENS 
certificate 12a 118m 


BASED on the graphic novel by 
Scott Mitchell Rosenberg, 

Cowboys & Aliens is a rootin’ 
tootin’ action adventure that melds 
the western and science fiction 
with a blitzkrieg of CGI. 

It’s a curious juxtaposition - 
pistols and laser guns - and some 
elements of Jon Favreau’s 
entertaining film don’t gel. 

While Harrison Ford possesses 
the weariness of a man who could 
conceivably have kicked up his 
spurs in 1870s New Mexico, co- 
star Daniel Craig swaggers around 
in figure-hugging leather chaps 
and a shirt unbuttoned to the navel 
like James Bond at a fancy dress 
party. 

We’re not remotely surprised that 
he opens the film by disabling 
three bandits on horseback. 

Nor do we bat an eyelid when his 
character out-canters an alien 
spaceship along a canyon ridge 
and leaps from the turbo-charged 
nag onto the otherworldly craft. 
Preposterousness aside, Cowboys 
& Aliens gallops along at a fair lick 
and director Favreau orchestrates 


the set pieces with aplomb, 
keeping our adrenaline pumping 
as the 19th century heroes use 
their primitive weapons against 
hordes of predators. 

Jake Lonergan (Craig) wakes in 
the desert with a gunshot wound, 
a large metal bracelet on his wrist 
and no memory of what went 
before. He struts into town and is 
unmasked as a killer with a 
sizeable bounty on his head. 
Arrested and bound for prison 
alongside Percy Dolarhyde (Paul 
Dano), Jake makes his escape 
from the prison coach during a 
devastating attack by 
extraterrestrial craft. 

Percy is abducted and the boy’s 
powerful father, Woodrow 
(Harrison Ford), vows to rescue 


his son. He press gangs Jake into 
accompanying his posse. 

Beautiful cowgirl Ella Swenson 
(Olivia Wilde), publican Doc (Sam 
Rockwell) and a fatherless boy 
called Emmett (Noah Taylor) join 
the hunt for the aliens. 

Craig exudes the same amount of 
charisma as the wooden scenery 
but he is a brooding presence and 
the camera sensibly focuses on 
his chest and posterior. 

Ford provides fleeting comic relief 
and also pockets the film’s best 
emotional scene, sharing a tender 
moment with a Native American in 
his posse. 

Wilde’s feisty femme is unable to 
generate any sexual chemistry 
with Craig, so she is gifted a 
pivotal role in the final showdown.

Lining up 

seaside 

specials 

OING to the seaside is 
such an uplifting 
experience, with the huge 
expanses of blue water, sandy 
beaches and open-air pursuits. 

Many people return home with dreams of 
living on the coast, but for gardeners it can 
bring a glut of problems, thanks to sea spray 
and strong winds. 

Windbreaks are essential, along with a 
variety of plants which will withstand the 
constant salt spray, sandy soils and drying 
wind. 

Yet if you choose carefully, your coastal 
garden can come into its own in summer, 
taking advantage of the fact that you’re 
unlikely to suffer the frosts of inland regions, 
thanks to the sea’s moderating influence on 
temperature. 

The seaside garden can be a place for 
bright, loud colour - whites, sizzling oranges, 
vivid cerises and shocking pinks. Calendulas, 
eschscholzias, mesembryanthemums and 
other annuals grow vigorously and seed 
freely in gravel. Use materials which match

the setting - pebbles, driftwood, shells are all 
ideal partners for plants which can take a 
coastal hammering. 

Coastal gardens don’t have much green 
but tend to concentrate on different shapes 
and textures. Foliage is usually silver, grey 
and blue, which contrasts well with zingy 
flower colours. Agaves and other exotic 
looking plants can do well in pots in the mild 
climate of seaside gardens. 

There are many plants which are tough 
enough to withstand all that salt spray and sea 
breeze can throw at them, but as a rule of

thumb you will find that those with tough, 
leathery leaves as well as spiny and hairy 
plants should have more resistance to drying 
winds. 

Silver foliage shrubs and perennials such 
as the sun-loving Lavandula angustifolia, 
Brachyglottis ‘Sunshine’ and Flelichrysum 
italicum provide soft, silver mounds of 
foliage and can be trimmed back after 
flowering in summer and again in early 
spring to keep them in shape. 

Rosemary and sage also look good with 
silver foliage perennials in the seaside garden, 
while cistus and helianthemums do well if 
sheltered from salt winds. Patio pots are best 
filled with drought-resistant sun-lovers such 
as pelargoniums and gazanias in bold colours. 

The first job is to make an effective 
windbreak, preferably from a natural source, 
such as a hedge or wind-filtering barrier of 
trees or shrubs which are of good depth, 
preferably planted in two or more staggered 


rows. Good species for this job include pine, 
alder, hawthorn and hornbeam. 

Elaeagnus x ebbingei, an evergreen with 
dark green leaves with silver undersides, will 
grow quickly to 3m (10ft), providing a 
substantial windbreak grown as a hedge or 
free-growing shrub. 

Escallonias are also fantastic shrubs for 
seaside gardens, with their attractive white, 
pink or red flowers produced from late spring 
to early autumn. 

Alternatively, you could go for a fence-like 
windbreak such as woven wattle or willow 
hurdles, which are available from garden 
centres or local craftsmen. Have a look in the 
classified sections of any of the gardening 
magazines and you should find what you 
want. Once you have a sheltered garden, that 
widens the choice of plants you will be able 
to grow there. 

Before you start, test your soil. Many 
seaside gardens are high in alkaline because 


of the high calcium content of crushed sea 
shells. If you have alkaline soil, don’t plant 
lime-haters such as rhododendron or azalea, 
because they won’t do well. 

If your soil is sandy, beef it up with some 
organic matter to retain moisture and add 
nutrients. Once you have done this, mulch the 
area with compost or chipped bark to keep in 
the moisture. 

Walk around the area and make a note of 
the plants which are thriving in neighbouring 
gardens, so you know what would do well in 
yours. 

Plants which may be suitable for your 
seaside garden include eryngium (sea holly), 
echinops (globe thistle), crocosmia, sedum 
and heuchera, with a mix of shrubs and 
climbers including buddleia, berberis, broom, 
ceanothus, escallonia, hebe, weigela and 
lavatera. 

Make the most of rock plants such as 
Armeria maritima, aubrieta, dianthus alpinus, 
phlox subulata, stachys and Iris pumila.
